supplement timr answer as follcws: 

Wfth regard to the aHegatfons m Paragraph 4, defendants never made 
f^tee or fraudulent statefnents to piaintsffe by mail, ieSaptione and tax while 
pJalnt!ff6 were m the District cf Columbia or elsewhere. 

With regard to the allegations in Paragraph 10, defendants spadflc^lly 
deny that $5 miBlon wa$ tost or sfcrfen by Qiem. 

With regard to the affegatrons «n Paragraph 12, defendants never 
promised that plaintiffs Invested c^^itaiand accumulated capital value Increase 
were guarenteed by defendants. 

With regard to the allegations in Paragraph 14, defendants' promises to 
other investors are irrelevant and do not inure to pfaintifSs benefit since pfaintiff

had a written letter of Investment containing no such guarantees.

made by defendants that were materially false statemants and omfesions 
designed to induce plamtiffe to entrust capital to defendants. 

With regard to the aiiagations m Paragraph 18, defendant Ward Dnsa w^$ 
a pfQt^^ional Investment trader with a successful track record in managing

write fr^quen% tc ptetntafe to provide assurances that plaintiffe' investment nrd 
accumulated (capital vaftte were protected. 

In view of the above, defendants r€§pectfu8y reqiis^t th^ this court 
dismiss the complaint of pteintHfs sSnce plainKffe hava failed to state a dalm lor
